Corn Show.

To the Fanners of Kentucky:
Willi tlio view of directing tho at

tention of the farmers of Kentucky
where to obtain seed corn of tlio best
varieties grown in the State, the au- -

nual corn show will bo held at this
office on the 28ih day of Feb. 1884.

Tho following premiums will be
awarded: First and second premi
urns at $13, and $10 each for tho fol
lowing varieties, viz: Whito corn.
yellow corn, bread corn, pied or mixed
corn. Aprcmium of $15 for best sam-

ple of hominy and cattlo corn. Each
sample must be sent in a separate
package, marked with tho name of
tho exhibitor and the namo of the
variety, and the package may bo sent
by freight in tho chargo'oftliis office.

Each samplo must contain not less
than thirty ears. The weather has
been so extremely cold that it is ques
tionable how far tlio corn germs have
been effected by it. Too much caution
therefore can not bo exercised in tlio
selection of seed corn. It is my pur-

pose to pureliaso abou t seventy-fiv- e

bushels of the premium corn for dis
tribution through the members of the
Legislature in tho various counties.
